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COMMENTS BY MR. BOHLEN

The Politbiiro does throw matters open for discussion and 
there may often be a division of opinion. After the discussion has 
gone on long enou^, however, Stalin gives the nod to one side or 
the other and^his then becomes the party line and the ranks are 
closed. Alw^Mr. Bohlen does not lean too strongly toward the 
theory there is a possibility that the mildness of recent Russian 
actions and reactions (including Gron^rko's San Francisco performance) 
may be due to the fact that the present party line has not been 
established and discussion is still going on. 

_ He agrees that if something should happen to Stalin, a/ 
triumvxrate should be the logical solution./^rie pointia^^t" certain 
inconsistencies in paragraph 2 on page 1 of the Hoover letter. It 
is stated that two-thirds of the Politburo desire war. He further 
stat’es that they do not desire to consider trouble in Europe but 
are in favor of concentrating in the East. Bohlen feels that this 
proves they do not mean real war but rather a continuation and exten- 
sion of the present cold war. He feels that if they wanted a real 
war, they would probably move in Europe. 

XU TT believes^hat the first paragraph on page 2 of 

the Hoover letter is probablyistalin » s feeling. Taking the two 
paragraphs together, he believes that Hoover's source really means 
that there may be a tenqjoraiy division between those uriio want peace 
aM those who want an extension of the cold war and that the party 
line may not have been detearmined as yet. 




In general, he agrees with Wr, Douglass' memorandum. 
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
